and art is to follow.

A searching probe of the economic founda- 
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tions of peace as they have developed so far 
and of the extension of these from theory into 
reality. The author, for many years an eco- 
nomic adviser to the U.S. Department of state, 
weighs the general problems of trade, raw 
materials, monetary and investment policies; 
he examines critically the Bretton Woods pro- 
posals; and he concludes with the proposition 
that the U.S. can no longer stand aloof from 
the world but that she bears a heavy respon- 
sibility for future peace which depends in no 
small measure upon economic adjustments.

Eighteen leading North American economists, 
in many instances government advisers, con- 
tribute to this symposium on Latin-American 
economy. The three major sections of the 
work progress from the very general to the 
more specific. Part one, an introduction by 
the editor, states the major issues and leads 
into the second section on general considera- 
tions under which are treated such subjects 
as fiscal policy, agricultural problems, and 
trade. Part three is devoted to individual 
studies of 10 of the countries. Conclusions in 
general agree that living standards must be 
raised, capital accumulated to prevent habitual 
monetary manipulation, and the historic de- 
pendence on foreign trade balanced with a 
home market. Factual and concise, but not 
popular presentation of valuable material.

A 
study of political parties, organized labor, and 
religious and educational institutions deter- 
mines the role these groups played in the 
changes.

Poverty, red tape, lack of initiative and op- 
portunity, and political oppression are re- 
ported with no relief except the author’s own 
humor which is often inappropriate and jar- 
ring. The only subject on which a construc- 
tive attitude is taken is that of the Asiatic 
republics which, it is admitted with cautious 
reservations, show an intelligent treatment of 
minorities. Those who expect such a human 
document as They were expendable (Boox- 
List 39: 30, O 1 42) will be disappointed.

The present volume 
is largely the story of Egyptian politics dur- 
ing the years of that country’s struggle for 
independence, 1918-1925, and of Allenby’s 
difficult role as high commissioner in serving 
with fairness the impatient, aspiring Egyp- 
tians and at the same time a tradition-ridden 
British government reluctant to yield to his- 
toric forces.

breaking story.” Both its language—replete 
with four-letter words and the gutter talk of 
small boys—and its stark picture of hunger, 
repression, and race tension, make it grim 
reading.
